The connfidence reposed by 
the pu.blic at large in the 
Bank of Montreal is exemplif¬ 
ied }n an extraordinary degree 
in the Bank’s annual statem¬ 
ent for the year ending Oct¬ 
ober 31st just published. This 
shows deposits of $676,844,866, 
compared with $630,218,835 at 
the same date last year an in 
crease of $46,000,000. This in¬ 
crease and a concurrent in¬ 
crease of $48800,000 in Gov¬ 
ernment and other iiign-g ade 
securities constitue the out¬ 
standing features of the stat¬ 
ement. 

Liquid Assets have increased 
to $533,374,811 and are equiv¬ 
alent to 74.48C£ of all Liabilit¬ 
ies to the public. Cash in vaults 
and money on deposit with 
Bank of Canada stand at $82,- 
711,635 equivalent to ll.oSG 
of public liabilities. 

Holdings of government and 
other bonds and debentures 
amount to $361,769,848 as 
compared with $317,936,912 a 
year ago an increase of over 
$43,000,000. In keeping with 
the Bank’s policy, the greater 
potrion consists of gilt edge 
securities which mature at 
early dates. 

The immediately available 
cash is represented by cash 
on hand and money on deposit 
with the Bank of Canada of 
i s * *T82,Vil 635; notes Jof and 
cheques on other banks $27,- 
614^.596 and money deposit 
with other banks of $37,764- 
631. 

Call loans outside of Canada 
now stand at $18,835 238 down 
from $32,133 844. The decline 
nav be attributed to ih. 5 • nus- 
unlly low interest rates that 
hfi/e prevailed in the principal 
money markets of the world. 
At the same time call loans 
in Canada have declined to 
$1,435,736 from $8,399,657. 

Current Loans Lower 

While there have teen re¬ 
torts of gains in many lines of 
business current loans have not 
qhown a tendency to increase 
wit!i the result that loar.s to 
manufacturers tanners and 
merchants now stand at $234,- 
461,311 down from $243,477,- 
041. This would appear to in¬ 
dicate that many customers 
hav<i been able to finance the 
present increase in business 
from their own resources. 

Of special interest is the con 
tinued tendency of deposits to 
expand throughout the country 
and, as a result total deposits 
havo no w gained to $676,944,- 
866 from $630,218,835 a year 
ago. , 

An informative feature of the 
report is contained in the sect¬ 
ion wlu.re the Bank shows that 
it ha 8 total assets of $792,772,- 
872 with which to meet pay¬ 
ment of liabilities to the i ublic 
of $716,107,779, leaving a \ ex¬ 
cess of assets over liabilities 
to the public of $76,665,093. 

Profit and Loss Account 

The profit and loss recount 
shows earnings, slightly down 
from the previous year. It also 
indicates that the Rink’s taxes 
to Dominion rnd Provincial 
Government are in excess of 
$1 000 000. 

Profit for the year amount¬ 
ed to $4,007,302, against $4- 
105,024 in tho previous year.
